"Some very weighty evidence was 
adduced," he continues, "to show that 
there were many who had been de­ 
prived of their constitutional right to 
vote in that election, and there was 
much evidence of violence and repeat­ 
ing by the police in the cities of Pana­ 
ma, Colon and elsewhere.

United States Would Be Forced to In­ 


terfere Should Fraud and Violence 


Occur at Elections to Be Held in 


Republic of Panama. 


Washington, June 12.—In language 
; that cannot be mistaken, the text of 
which was made public by the war de­ 
partment, the president and Secretary 
Taft have notified the Panama gov­ 
ernment that elections in that republic 
. must he conducted fairly. 
The cir­ 
cumstances 
attending 
this 
warning 
were given out for publication as if 
in preparation for active intervention 
on the part of the United States by 
tne use of whatever force shall be nec­ 
essary to make it effective. 
Secretary Taft, in a letter delivered 
to President Amador in person and 
dated May 12, suggests that two years 
age when charges of fraud were made 
concerning the congressional election 
at Panama it was not thought best to 
do more than to urge fairness in the 
administration of election laws. 
“Some very weighty evidence was 
adduced,” he continues, “to show that 
there were many who had been de­ 
prived of their constitutional right to 
vote in that election, and there was 
much evidence of violence and repeat­ 
ing by the police in the cities of Pana­ 
ma, Colon and elsewhere. 
No active 
intervention, however, was attempted 
by the United States government. 
It 
was hoped that the irregularities of 
the last election were due merely to 
the fact that the election laws were 
new, the republic was young and that 
at a more important election, like the 
presidential election to follow, great­ 
er care would be taken to preserve 
the rights of the citizens. 


Interest of the United States. 


“The interest of the United States 
in the fairness of the elections of the 
republic 
is 
manifest. 
The 
United 
States guarantees the integrity of the 
republic and this involves a recogni­ 
tion by it of the lawful government. If 
fraud is to intervene in the election, 
so that a dispute arises as to who are 
the lawfully elected authorities, then 
it becomes necessary for the United 
| States, in the discharge of its treaty 
and constitutional duty, to determine 
who are the lawfully elected officers, 
in order that it may recognize them 
and deal with them as such.

j than this, every fraudulent election 
involves force and violence in the elec­ 
tion Itself, which necessarily endan­ 
gers the peace of the canal zone, and 
is exceedingly likely to arouse in the 
party defeated by fraud and violence a 
disposition to resist the fraudulently 
! elected officials and to institute a re­ 
bellion.

cannot 
I look upon any election which is not 
conducted on fair lines and is likely 
to lead to violence, with anything but 
the utmost concern, and it has a di­ 
rect interest in case of threatened 
fraud in an election to interfere to 
prevent it and in case the fraud

the succession of these officials in 
i whose election there was not the free 
choice of the people.

“Since my coming to the Isthmus I 
have received petitions from a com­
